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STATISTICAL  REPORT 
OF  THE 

DECIDUOUS  FRUIT  EXPORT  SEASON,  1938-39 
Summary 

The  movement  of  United  States  deciduous  fruit  products  into  export 
during  the  1938-39  season,  July  to  June,  was  considerably  above  that  of 
the  previous  year.    Exports  of  fresh  pears,  fresh  grapes,  dried  apple 
waste  (except  pomace),  canned  salad  fruit  and  cocktail,  and  dried  pears 
were  the  heaviest  on  record  while  shipments  of  fresh  apples  in  "boxes , 
"barrels,  and  baskets,  dried  apples,  canned  apples  and  sauoe,  canned  pears, 
and  raisins  were  substantially  above  those  for  the  1937-38  season.  The 
principal  factors  contributing  to  the  increase  in  United  States  fruit 
exports  include:    (1)  the  short  fruit  crops  in  Europe  in  1938;  (2)  the 
relatively  low  level  of  prices  generally  in  United  States  fruit  markets 
during  the  season;  (3)  in  the  case  of  fresh  grapes,  the  sharp  reduction  in 
competitive  Spanish  supplies  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  Scandinavia;  and 
(4)  in  the  case  of  dried  and  canned  fruits,  the  precautionary  accumulation 
of  stocks  in  some  European  countries  as  a  result  of  the  threat  of  war. 


U.  S.  EXPORTS  OF  APPLES  AND  PEARS  AS  A  PERCENTAGE 
OF  PRODUCTION,  19  2  2-23-1938-39 
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Exports  of  apples  in  all  forms    represented  the    equivalent  of 
17.3  million  "bushels  of  fresh  fruit,  or  13  percent  of  the  total  United 
States  apple  crop.    Exports  of  fresh  apples  amounted  to  12.1  million 
bushels,  dried  apples  to  an  equivalent  of  4.6  million  bushels,  and  canned 
apples  to  600,000  bushels  of  fresh  fruit. 

Exports  of  pears  in  all  forms  totaled  6,409,000  bushels  of  fresh 
fruit,  or  about  20  percent  of  the  record  193^  United  States  pear  crop. 
Fresh  exports  totaled  3»4l9»000  bushels,  canned  pears  amounted  to  the 
equivalent  of  1,546,000  bushels  of  fresh  fruit,  dried  pears  to  872,000 
bushels  fresh,  canned  salad  to  224,000  bushels  of  fresh  pears,  and  dried 
fruit  compote  to  3^8,000  bushels  of  fresh  pears. 


Apples 

Fresh  apple  exports  heavier  in  1938-39 

Despite  the  small  United  States  commercial  apple  crop  and  the 
uncertain  international  situation  during  the  year,  United  States  exports  of 
fresh  apples  during  the  1938-39  season  amounted  to  12,071,000  bushels, 
an  increase  of  more  than  a  million  bushels  over  the  movement  in  1937-33. 
The  1938-39  movement,  however,  was  about  800,000  bushels  less  than  the 
average  for  the  five  years,  1931-32  to  1935—36.    The  increase  in  exports 
may  be  directly  attributed  to  the  small  fruit  crops  in  European  importing 
countries  as  a  result  of  extensive  frost  damage  in  the  spring  of  193^. 


Apples:  United  States  Exports  and  Quantities 
Taken  by  Leading  Importing  Countries 
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The  United  Kingdom  was  the  most  important  market,  accounting  for 
U3  percent  of  the  total,  an  increase  of  *+  percent  over  that  of  the 
previous  season.    The  Netherlands  was  second  in  importance  as  an  importer 
of  United  States  apples,  followed  in  order  by  France,  Belgium,  Sweden, 
and  Germany.    Europe  as  a  whole  took  almost  89  percent  of  the  total, 
or  5  percent  more  than  the  volume  imported  in  1937-38 ♦    Exports  to  the 
United  Kingdom,  Netherlands,  Sweden,  Norway,  Denmark,  and  Finland  were 
heavier,  while  shipments  to  Canada,  Argentina,  Egypt,  and  certain  Asiatic 
markets  were  below  those  of  the  previous  year. 

Around  77  percent  of  the  movement  in  1938-39  occurred  during  the 
6  months  September  to  February.    The  peak  month  of  export  was  January 
instead  of  October  and  November,  which  normally  are  the  months  of  heaviest 
shipments.    This  change  in  the  monthly  distribution  of  exports  was  princi- 
pally the  result  of  two  factors.    In  the  first  place,  the  reduced  duty 
on  apples  into  the  United  Kingdom  under  the  terms  of  the  Anglo-American 
trade  agreement  went  into  effect  on  January  1st  and  is  responsible  for  some 
increase  in  United  Kingdom  purchases  during  January.    And  secondly,  Canadian 
shippers,  anticipating  concessions  on  United  States  apples  under  the  agree- 
ment, moved  a  heavier  volume  than  usual  during  the  fall  months,  thereby 
tending  to  limit  United  States  shipments  earlier  in  the  season. 

Boxed  apple  movement  increases  slightly. 

Exports  of  boxed  apples  amounted  to  7*777*000  boxes,  or  about  270,000 
boxes  more  than  those  during  1937-38*    This  movement  was  slightly  above 
the  average  of  7*762,000  boxes  exported  in  the  5**year  period  1931-32  to 
1935-36.    The  United  Kingdom  accounted  for  2,811,000  boxes  or  around  36  per- 
cent of  the  total.    Exports  to  France,  the  second  most  important  market  for 
boxed  apples,  amounted  to  1,367,000  boxes,  or  about  18  percent  of  the  total. 
European  countries  as  a  whole  took  over  85  percent  of  the  boxed  exports, 
or  5  percent  more  than  they  took  during  the  1937-38  season. 

The  largest  increases  in  shipments  during  1938-39  were  to  the  United 
Kingdom,  Sweden,  Belgium,  Denmark,  and  Norway,  while  exports  to  Germany, 
Canada,  Egypt,  and  the  Netherlands  were  below  those  of  the  previous  year. 
Boxed  apples  averaged  around  $1.33  a  the  season,  or  8  cents  a  box 

more  than  the  average  for  the  previous  season.    Boxed  shipments  were  equiv- 
alent to  around  17  percent  of  the  total  production  and  2*+  percent  of  the 
commercial  production  in  the  four  Western  "box"  States.    In  this  connection, 
however,  allowance  must  be  made  for  the  increasing  use  of  the  box-crate  pack 
in  the  Eastern  States.    Exports  of  Eastern-grown  apples  in  box-crates  showed 
a  substantial  increase  during  the  1938-39  season.    No  separate  statistics 
on  the  volume  of  Eastern  box-crate  apple  exports,  however,  are  available. 

Barrel  and  basket  movement  heavier. 

Barreled  apple  exports  amounted  to  973*00°  barrels,  or  about  85,000 
barrels  more  than  those  of  the  previous  year.    The  United  Kingdom  took 
678,000  barrels,  or  7^  percent  of  the  total.    Exports  to  all  European  countries 
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accounted  for  almost  95  percent  of  the  movement.    Average  values  declined 
$1.00  per  barrel  for  the  season. 

Shipments  of  apples  in  "baskets  reached  a  high  of  1,377»000  baskets, 
or  over  2^  times  the  average  movement  during  the  5~year  period,  1932-33  *° 
1936-37.      European  countries  took  95  percent  of  the  total.    The  Netherlands 
with  632,000  baskets,  the  United  Kingdom  with  330,000,  and  Belgium  with 
251,000  baskets  accounted  for  practically  the  entire  movement.    Value  per 
basket  declined  21  cents  to  $1.50  as  the  average  for  the  season. 

Exports  of  apples  in  barrels  and  baskets  amounted  to  over  8  percent 
of  the  total  production  and  nearly  13  percent  of  the  commercial  production 
in  the  lH  important  Eastern  apple-producing  States. 
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New  York  principal  point  of  export. 

New  York  City  was  the  principal  port  of  export  of  fresh  apples, 
accounting  for  H5  percent  of  the  total  movement.    Around  93  percent  of 
the  exports  in  barrels  and  baskets  and  19  percent  of  the  movement  of  boxed 
apples  were  cleared  through  this  port.    Most  of  the  boxed  apples  exported 
through  New  York  are  West  Coast  apples  brought  East  by  rail.      About  70 
percent  of  boxed  shipments  left  through  Seattle,  Washington,  and  Portland, 
Oregon,  which  followed  New  York  as  ports  of  heaviest  shipments. 
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Dried  apple  shipments  heavier* 

Exports  of  dried  apples  totaled  15. BOO  short  tons,  an  increase 
of  almost  H,000  tons  over  those  of  the  previous  year.    European  markets 
absorbed  over  95  percent  of  the  total,  with  the  Netherlands,  France, 
the  United  Kingdom,  and  Germany  accounting  for  the  hulk  of  the  movement. 
Exports  to  the  Netherlands,  Denmark,  France,  and  Sweden  increased  sharply. 
Dried  apple  exports  were  equivalent  to  4,600,000  bushels  of  fresh  fruit 
and  represented  over  82  percent  of  the  light  United  States  production 
during  1938-39. 

Shipments  of  dried  apple  waste,  except  pomace,  amounted  to  1,712 
short  tons,  or  just  above  those  during  the  previous  season.    The  Nether- 
lands became  the  most  important  market  for  the  product,  accounting  for 
56  percent  of  the  total.    Exports  to  France  and  Belgium  declined  during 
1938-39. 

Sharp  rise  in  exports  of  canned  apples. 

Exports  of  canned  apples  and  sauce  totaled  3°0»000  cases  (50  pounds), 
an  increase  of  60,000  cases  above  those  of  the  previous  year.    This  figure, 
however,  was  below  the  recent  5-year  average,  1931-32  to  1935-3&,  of 
321,000  cases.    The  United  Kingdom,  as  usual,  took  practically  the  entire 
movement.    Exports  of  canned  apples  represented  the  equivalent  of  over 
600,000  bushels  of  fresh  apples  and  over  13  percent  of  the  short  United 
States  pack  of  canned  apples  and  sauce  in  1938-39 • 

Pear  8 

Fresh  exports  reach  record  level. 

Exports  of  fresh  pears  from  the  United  States  reached  an  all-time 
high  of  3,Ul9,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  more  than  700t000  bushels  over 
the  previous  record  established  during  the  1937-38  season.    The  record 
1938  United  States  pear  crop,  together  with  abnormally  short  fruit  supplies 
in  Europe,  are  chiefly  responsible  for  the  sharp  increase  in  shipments. 
Exports  of  pears  represented  around  13  percent  of  that  portion  of  the 
1938  United  States  pear  crop  which  was  consumed  in  the  fresh  state. 

The  I938  West  Coast  production  of  late  winter  varieties  of  pears 
was  the  heaviest  on  record.    Exports  during  the  season  represented  about 
U5  percent  of  the  crop.    According  to  unofficial  estimates,  the  proportion 
of  the  1938  crop  of  leading  varieties  of  winter  pears  moving  into  export 
were:    Hardy,  95  percent;  Winter  Nelis,  jS  percent;  Cornice,  5^  percent; 
Anjou,  39  percent;  and  Bosc,  5  percent. 

Practically  all  the  increase  in  exports  was  accounted  for  by  the 
United  Kingdom,  which  took  1,892,000  bushels,  or  55  percent  of  the  total, 
compared  with  Mb  percent  in  1937—32.     Shipments  to  the  Netherlands,  Sweden, 
Finland,  and  Norway  also  increased  somewhat,  while  the  movement  to  France, 
Canada,  and  Egypt  was  below  that  of  the  previous  year.    European  markets 
accounted  for  84  percent  of  the  total. 
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UNITED  STATES  EXPORTS  OF  PEARS  IN  ALL  FORMS  AND  VALUE 
PER  BUSHEL  OF  FRESH  EXPORTS,  1922-38 
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Canned  pear  movement  heavier. 

Exports  of  canned  pears  totaled  1,5^6,000  cases  (50  pounds),  a 
rise  of  almost  UOO.OOO  cases  above  those  of  the  previous  season  and 
almost  100,000  cases  heavier  than  the  average  of  the  five  years  1931-32 
to  1935-36.      Value  averaged  $3.31  per  case  or  17  cents  less  than  that 
of  the  1937-38  season.    As  usual  the  United  Kingdom  took  practically  the 
entire  export,  accounting  for  92  percent  of  the  total.    Most  of  the 
increase  in  exports  was  taken  "by  the  United  Kingdom.    Canned  pear 
exports  amounted  to  the  equivalent  of  1,5U6,000  bushels  of  fresh  pears 
and  represented  around  37  percent  of  the  1938  Pacific  Coast  canned-pear 
pack. 

The  movement  of  canned  salad  fruit  and  cocktail  containing  pears 
also  rose  sharply.    Exports  in  1938-39  rose  over  200,000  cases  (50 
pounds)  above  those  of  the  previous  season,  the  United  Kingdom  accounting 
for  practically  the  entire  increase.    Value  averaged  U3  cents  a  case 
"below  that  of  1937-38.    Canned  salad  fruit  exports  amounted  to  the  equiv- 
alent of  22*+, 000  bushels  of  fresh  pears,  assuming  that  26  percent  of  the 
canned  mix  is  made  up  of  pears. 
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Drled  pear  movement  increases  sharply. 

Exports  of  dried  pears  amounted  to  H,358  short  tons,  an  increase 
of  nearly  1,600  tons  over  those  of  1937-38  and  of  almost  1,000  tons 
above  the  average  for  the  five  years  1931-32  to  1935-36.-   Increases  in 
shipments  to  the  Netherlands,  Belgium,  Denmark,  and  Sweden  accounted 
for  most  of  the  rise  in  exports.    European  countries  accounted  for  9^  per- 
cent of  the  total  movement.    Exports  of  dried  pears- amounted  to  an  equiv- 
alent of  872,000  "bushels  of  fresh  pears  and  represented  around  67  percent 
of  the  heavy  193&-39  United  States  pack  of  dried  pears. 

Shipments  of  dried  fruit  compote  reached  a  record  volume  amounting 
to  10,3^1  short  tons,  an  increase  of  almost  ^,000  tons  above  those  of  the 
previous  season.    The  1932-39  movement  was  almost  twice  the  average  export 
during  the  five  years  1931-32  to  1935~ 3^.    Sweden  as  usual  was  the  most 
important  market,  accounting  for  62  percent  of  the  total.    The  heavier 
export  in  193&-39  was  chiefly  accounted  for  by  increases  in  the  volume 
taken  by  Sweden,  Denmark,  the  United  Kingdom,  and  Belgium.    Exports  of 
dried  fruit  compote  amounted  to  the  equivalent  of  3^8,000  bushels  of 
fresh  pears,  assuming  that  one-sixth  of  the  compote  consisted  of  dried 
pears. 

Grapes 

Fresh  grape  exports  reach  all-time  high. 

Exports  of  fresh  grapes  set  a  new  record  in  1938-39  amounting  to 
39t929  short  tons,  or  over  U,900  tons  above  those  in  the  previous  year. 
The  increase  in  United  States  exports  can  be  directly  attributed  to  the 
curtailment  of  supplies  of  Spanish  Almerias  on  the  British  and  Scandinavian 
markets  as  a  result  of  the  war  in  Spain. 

Exports  to  the  United  Kingdom,  Sweden,  Norway  and  Finland  increased 
sharply.    The  United  Kingdom  replaced  Canada  as  the  most  important  importing 
market  for  the  first  time  on  record.    Exports  to  Canada  declined  nearly 
1,000  tons.    Value  was  slightly  below  that  of  the  previous  season  but 
considerably  above  the  average  of  the  five  years  1931-32  to  1935-36. 
Exports  amounted  to  8.9  percent  of  the  193^  production  of  table  grapes  in 
California. 

Eaisin  exports  amounted  to  82,800  short  tons  (natural  condition  basis), 
the  heaviest  movement  since  1928-29.    Exports  were  28  percent  of  the  1938 
United  States  production  of  raisins.
